Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Spe- 
dsiJ—Charges that the federal gov- 
wnment has shamefully neglected dis- 
sed veterans of the world war were 
gstained today by the report of the 
wecial senate committee which has 
wen Investigating complaints of the 
adequacy of soldiers’ relief for the 
gst four months. 

Failure to provide sufficient hospi- 
facilities received the com- 
gittee’s most scathing condemnation 
“There is no doubt,” the committee 
ieclared, “that there has been a lam- 
wtable failure on the part of the gov- 
mment to provide adequate hospital 
geilities for the wounded, sick, and 
igbled veterans of the world war. 
Te sad truth is that instead of re- 
giving that tender and efficient care 
which they were entitled, many’ u1- 
irtunate disabled veterans have been 
ited shabbily and abominably.” 


Raps Vocational Training. 
The committee scored the vocational 
' mining of disabled veterans in almost 
mully vigorous language. It report 
eithat 388,000 ex-service men have 
\ pie for training, but only 5,050 have 
ben rehabilitated ‘although we are

Police Head ‘Warns 
Detectives. 


etatement that carried such terms as 
“a deliberate lie” and “I defy him,” 
State’s Attorney Crowe last night re- 
newed his charges that Chicago has 
been running as an “open town.” He 
concluded by declaring that he pro- 
poses to clean up the city if*he has 
to continue raiding every day. 
Replying to the Crowe ‘statement, 
Chief Fitzmorris referred rather lightly 
to Crowe’s gambling raids of Saturday 
night. Then he put teeth into his 


statement by saying that he did “not 


intend to countenance the use of po- 
licemen for ulterior purposes,” and 
that the policemen who made the 
raids must prosecute the persons ar- 
rested or they would be dragged be- 
fore the trial board and discharged if 
found guilty. 

“ Afraid to Take Police Away.” 

The chief emphasized the fact that 
the policemen serving under Crowe are 
city policemen, assigned to that duty 
by the chief. In reply to this Crowe 
said: 
“It is true they are city policemen. 
But Fitzmorris has repeatedly threat- 
ened to order their removal from my 


| Office if I didn’t quit using them to 


raid gambling houses, 

“I refused to quit raiding,” said Mr. 
Crowe. “And Fitzmorris is afraid to 
take the policemen away from me. 
Now he threatens me by saying that if 
the policemen don’t prosecute within 
thirty days they will be tried on 
charges of inefficiency. Doesn’t he 


| Know that a policeman’s business. is 


not prosecution? Doesn’t he know that 
criminal prosecution in thirty days is 
impossible? That the courts are 
clogged with cases? What has a de- 
tective to do with prosecution? In 
other words, this is a threat to me that 
if I don’t quit raiding gambling houses 
I may be deprived of investigators. 

“I defy him to take these men be- 
fore the trial board. I dare him to 
touch a man in my office. 

“ Fitzmorris says he is interested in 
the fact that more than 50 per cent of 
the raids were ‘tipped off.’ If they 
were ‘tipped off’ it is my belief they 
were ‘tipped off’ by some one known 
to Fitzmorris or Capt. ‘Paddy’ Lavin, 
who is in command in the loop district, 
where most of my raids were made.” 

“Released Dupes.” 

Chief Fitzmorris said he was inter- 
ested in the fact that out of 150 men 
arrested only five were held. 

“That is true,” said: Crowe when 
shown this statement. “I have said 
repeatedly that I do not propose to 
hold the dupes of gambling house keep- 
ers. I released these dupes. But I 
booked the keepers. The dupes will be 
used to give evidence. 

“Fitzmorris says that most of the 
raids by my office have not been fol- 
lowed by prosecution and conviction. 
I want to say that in more than 300 
cases of this kind I have made more 
than 90 per cent of convictions. In 
my ten months of service I have se- 
cured more convictions than were se- 
cured in all the previous eight years 
by 5,000 policemen and the state’s at- 
torney’s office. When Fitzmorris says 
there have been no prosecutions it is 
a deliberate lie. | 

“Tf Fitzmorris says he cannot find 
vice and gambling in Chicago it is be- 
cause he is blind to the fact. When 
he points to a decrease in crime let me 
remind him that the decrease has been 
since I became state's attorney.

Wife Flees for Safety. 

Yesterday's affair was the climax 
of years of unhappiness and, Mrs. Eve 
Beasent says, abuse. Her husband, ac-. 
cording to her story, frequently. had 
beaten her, generally when intoxicated. 
Frequently, too, she had fled from her 
home at 2330 West Huron street to 
refuge with her sister. 

Beasent was drunk on Oct. 4 and 
abusive. So when his wife left the 
house she took with her her 13 year 
old son, John. They went to the Dil- | 
lon home and were welcomed and cared | 
for there. Beasent, they heard, had) 
prolonged his spree, and so the mother | 
and son had stayed on. | 

Breaks Door and Enters. | 

Yesterday afternoon, still intoxicat- | 
ed, Beasent went to the home of his. 
sister-in-law and demanded entrance. 
This was denied him. | 

“Little John and I were together in | 
the front room,” Mrs, Dillon said, de- 
scribing the final act of the drama. | 
“We looked out the window and saw | 
that Beasent was mad from liquor. 
John ran and got a revolver from a/| 
closet and took it to his mother, but 
she would not take it. I got a shot- | 
gun from a closet, but could not 
work it. 

“Then Beasent broke down the door ' 
and entered. I ran to the desk and got 
a revolver and as I reached the hall I 
heard my sister screaming. 

“ Beasent was lurching toward her. | 
Finally he seized her and they strug: | 
gled out of my sight. She kept al 
screaming and then I saw Beasent. 
alone in the doorway. | 

“I raised the revolver, shut my eyes 
and fired. I had never fired a gun be- 
fore in all my life. Beasent fell down 
dead.”

GREAT POWERS 


Soviet Offers to Pay 


Nation’s Debts.

MOSCOW, Oct. 28, via London, Oct. 
20.—Russia took a tremendous step to- 
ward her own recuperation and that 
of the world today by asking the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Italy, 


and Japan to make yeace with the 


soviet government of Russia proper 
and the soviet republic in the far e-<t. 

To show its good faith.the seviet 
government asks for a peace cvunfer- 
ence in a note addressed to the great 
powtrs and signed by Foreign Minis- 
ter Tchitcherin. The note says the 
soviet government is prepared to rec- 
ognize all the debts of Russia contraci- 
ed prior to 1914. These debts includy 
vast Russian bond issues, largely in 
the hands of smal! holders in France. 

The mote voices the faith of the 
Lenin government, which has recently 
taken a strong 
that with the aid of the rest of the 
world it can work out Russia's preb- 
lems, pay its debts, and give much 
help to other wartorn countries in re- 
building the world’s economic struc-: 
ture. 

Minister Tchitcherin’s Note. 

The complete text of the note fof 
lows: , 

“To the governments of Great Brit- 
ain, Franee, Italy, Japan, and the 
United States of America: 

“According to infermation of 
western press, the conference of the 
powers at Brussels made as a condition 
to its offer of credits to Russia for aid 
of the famine sufferers recognition on 
the part of the Russian government of 
the debts of the preceding govern- 
ments. 

“ Up to the present the Russian gov- 
ernment has not been advised of the 
decision of the conference. Neverthe- 
less, the Russian government, owing to 
the mass of the starving people, has 
decided not to be bound by the fine 
points of diplomatic etiquette and has 
decided its absolute duty to be to state 
its points of view on the Brussels de- 
cision. 

“A Diabolical Plan.” 

“The English prime minister during 
a speech on Aug. 16 to the British par- 
liament termed the proposal of profit- 
ing by famine in order to compel Rus- 
sia to recognize czarist debts a diabol- 
This, however, did not pre- 
vent the Brussels conference, although 
fully informed that the size of the fa- 
mine does not permit the soviet gov- 
ernment to save by its own unaided 
means the fated population, from put- 
ting the recognition of former debts by 
the soviet government as a condition 
tod the opening of credits without which 
all essential aid to the starving is im. | 
possible. 3 

“In drawing the attention of the la- 
boring masses of all countries and the 
attention of all citizens to whom the 
interests of humanity are dear to this 
course of the conference at Brussels, 
the Russian government declares at 
the same time that the proposition of 
recognizing the old debts wnder cer- 
tain conditions only anticipates their 
own intentions. 

“ From the origin of its existence the 
soviet government has held that ag one 
of the chief aims of its politics and 
economic collaboration with other pow- 
ers. It always declared its intention 
of furnishing sufficient reward to for- 
eign capitalists who would aid it to 
develop the natural riches of Rugsia 
and to reéstablish fits economic ma-

“ Actually in the official statement 
both of the’President of the United 
States and of the English minister this 
idea frequently was repeated—namely: 
that three years after the end of the 
world war, there is still no real peace, 
that the misery of the mass of peoples 
has become more and more acute, that 
the public debts are growing and that 
ruin approaches.

“The Illinois state police shall not enter 
upon duty for the purpose of policing ‘a 
strike except by order of the governor or 
upon the request of the mayor of a city or 


| the sheriff of a county, approved by the gov- 


ergor.” 
The act creating the New York state 


treopers has a similar clause, which 
reads as follows: 

“They shall not exercise their 
within the limits of any city to ppress 


rioting or disorder except by direction of the 
governor or upon request of the mayor of the 
city with the approval of the governor.” 

The New York state troopers, organ- 
ized in 1917, is now a remarkably effi- 
cient police organization. They have 
lived under that clause and done work 
for the state—riot duty—when sent in 
by the governor, and faved the state 
milliorts of dollars. There is not a manu- 
facturer in the great Empire state who 
objects to that clause. 

The said clause was written into the 
Dunlap bil! by the senate committee .in 
1919. ‘The bill was publish in, the 
State Police book in the issueS of April, 
May, and December, 1920. Not a word 
from Mr. Glefin in all these months. 
And not a word against the bill by one 
manufactiirer in all Illinois, until Mr. 
Glenn sent forth editorial in the 
Manufacturers’ News, Jan. 13, 1921, un- 
der the caption “Making the Manufact- 
urers the Goat.” 

Mr. Glenn's opposition to the bill did 
not lose one vote in the senate; but, on 
the contrary, had the effect of making 
at least twenty-four senators stand solid- 
ly back of it to the finish. The vote in 
1919 was 81 against to 16 for; in 1921 
it was 24 fog and 21 against. The article 
in THE TR NE, which drew out Mn 
Glenn, was a straightforward and truth-

Capital Stock Increases.

from $1,533,172,000 on June 30, 1920, to 
$1,522,411,000 on June 30, 1921. De- 
posits to the credit of other banks

“Individual deposits, including postal 
savings, but exclusive of United States

Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Building operations are begin- 
ning to boom in the northeastern quar- 
ter of the United States, according to 
reports to the President’s conference 
on unemployment. 

With 1,966 building contracts of a 
value of $89,986,900 awarded in Sep- 
tember, the New York district broke 
the highest record of any month, even 
in normal times. 

In the Chicago district, comprising 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Missouri, eastern Kansas, and 
Nebraska,* 2,022 contracts of a total 
value of $58,153,400 were awarded in 
September, which represented less than 
the usual decline from the volume of 
August operations. 

In all the twenty-seven states report- 
ing more contracts were awarded in 
September than jin any other month 
this year or in any previous Septem- 
ber. The amount was 11.5 per cent 
greater than in August, although in 
the ten year period previous to 1921, 
September contracts have averaged 
14.5 per cent less than August.

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CITY HALL WISE 
MAN 
REPORTER DIGS 


And 5c Fare Petition Is 
Seen in New Light. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 


“A brand new wrinkle,” whispered 
a wise man in the city hall last week. 
“The city may get $3,500,000 extra to 
spend next year. It’s good, boy, it’s 
good.” 

“Who's the angel?” was asked. 

“ H-s-s-s-t,” cautioned the informant. 

“Everybody knows about the tax in- 
‘crease. Is that what you are handing 
me?” 

“No, no—but I can’t tell you. What 
are you covering?” 

“Illinois commerce commission.” 

“Why don’t you look around there?” 

The wise man departed. His tip 
sounded wild, but he is so often right 
that it seemed prudent to “look 
around.” The city administration’s pe. 
tition for a 5 cent carfare was reread. 


Wording of the Petition. 


At one point- it says: “ Petitioners 
allege . that said company ought 
to be compelled to apply said sum [re- 
ferring to $3,583,185.62 tendered by the 
companies to the city as its 55 per cent 
of the net profits of the Surface Lines, 
but which the city has refused to date 
to accept] to the reduction of the rates 
of fare charged, or to pay said sum to 
the city for use and occupation of the 
streets.” 

It was pointed out in THE TRIBUNE 
Sept. 25 last that the city administra- 
tion was asking in its petitions that 
the $3,583,185 be used to reduce 
fares. It was further shown that the 
city could have accepted this money 
and used it itself to reduce fares. The 
city had the power to do that any time 
heretofore, or can do it at the next 
meeting of the city council. 


An Inferential Deduction. 


Then Corporation Counsel Ettelson, 
who is officially conducting the city’s 
end of the case, came forward with an 
interview in which he was quoted as 
saying that the city’s 55 per cent 
would not be used to reduce fares. 

So, apparently, the companies 
“ought to be compelled . to pay 
said sum to the city for use and occu- 
pation of the streets.” 

The wide difference between the two 
recommendations lies in the conditions | 
under which the money is accepted by | 
the city. If the city receives it as the 
city’s 55 per cent of the net profits, the 
cash must be placed in a separate fund 
and used only for the improvement of 
the transportation facilities or a reduc- 
tion in fares. 


On the Other Hand—— 


If, however, the money is paid “for | 
use and occupation of the streets,” the | 
city is at liberty to do whatever it sees 
fit with it. 

If the Illinois commerce commission 
adopts this alternate recommendation. | 
the money will naturally flow into the. 
general corporate fund. When once | 
there, it can be used to buy cuspidors, 
lead pencils, pay salaries or other oper- 
ating expenses of the municipality. At 
least that is the history of such pay- 
ments of the last 20 years. 

The Union Station company paid be- 
tween $700,000 and $800,000 in cash for 
the perpetual use of certain streets. 
The money was spent for oats, gaso- 
line, auto tires, and other operating 
expenses. Now, just west of the Union 
Station the city is levying special as- 
sessments to widen other streets, that 
they may supply adequate highway fa- 
cilities because of the railway ter- 
minal. 

Also, the city is now proposing a 
bond issue of $2,000,000 to finish a via- 
duct in Roosevelt road which will cross _ 
above some of the streets vacated by | 
the city for the Union Station com. | 
pany. Other like examples are avail- 
able. 

May Be Accepted for Street Use. 

If the commerce commission adopts 
the alternate recommendation relative 
to the $3,583,185, it will be lozical for 
the commission to order the city’s 55 
per cent for this year—estimated by 
the city at $3,200,000 on an 8 cent fare | 
besis—turned over to the city “for use. 
and occupation of the streets.” That 
will be $6,700,000. Accordingly, only a 
little more than $26,000,000 will be! 
available for rapid transit construc-| 
tion. 

It may be suggested that the city 
council would not authorize the ex- 


expenses. But if such a sum were 
available for street cleaning, garbage 
collection, and ash removal, how many 
aldermen would refuse to accept anu 
spend the money? Some would, un- 
doubtedly, but would they be in a 


Of course, the city administration 
may claim that it does not desire the 
commerce commission to adopt the 
‘alternate suggestion. If that is true, 
why were the petitions signed @y 
Mayor William Hale Thompson him.- 
self and by such other Lundin-Thomp- 
S0n leaders as Titus Haffa, Age Zyl- 
Stra, Thomas Curran, and James W. 
Breen? 

Sums Up Situation. 

The petition addressed to the com- 
Merce commission declares that the 
companies “ought to be compelled” 
to dispose of the money in one of 
two ways. If the city administration 
does not desire that the commerce’ 
commission adopt either recommenda- 
tion, are there any other arguments 
for a 5 cent fare in the petition which 
the city administration wants the com. 
merce commission to forget? 

If the city administration's petition 
does not ask that the $3,583,185 be 
tugned over to the city without any 
Strings attached—since the city does 
not now desire to have it used to re- 
Guce fares—what does it mean? 

Perhaps the “brand new wrinkle” 
was found, but publicity will probably 
iron it out flat.

STOOD FIELD TEST. 


In gathering the cabbage crop this 
fall truckers in various parts of the 
middle west noticed that the Yield hai 


been materially cut down by attacks of. 


cabbage yellows. This is a disease that 
threatens to cause even a greater loss 


in the future than it has in the pasi, 


and growers are forced to use varie- 
ties that will resist the disease or dis- 
continue growing the crop in many dis- 
tricts. 

The disease is already so serious in 


some of the trucking soils around Chi-. 


cago that many gardeners have had to 
use different flelds year after year tn 
order to insure a crop. Others, how- 
ever, have been able to continte to 
grow them at a profit by using resist- 
ant varieties. 


That the resistant varieties devei- 


oped in the middle west cabbage 
patches can be grown successfully has 
been definitely demonstrated, accord- 
ing to surveys made this fall by ex- 
perts of Purdue university. The Wis- 
consin-all-season and the Wisconstn 
Hollander varieties withstood the at- 
tacks in Indiana flelds where other va. 
rieties were ruined. 

It is not safe to attempt to grow 
nonresisting varieties of cabbages or, 
soil known to be infested with the cab- 
bage yellows. Extreme hot days dur- 
ing this last summer furnished {deal 
conditions for the development of this 
disease, but the resistant Varieties 
came through in good shape « while 


others failed to head and in man 
cases the whole plant was killed. When 
the summers are cool growers are 
often successful with varieties that are 
susceptible to the disease.
